OTTAWA.  Jan.  10.— It  is  stated  in 
mintia  circles  here  that  the  end  of 
Aueust  next  will  see  the  return  to 
Canada  of  the  last  unlU  of  the  mlU- 
tla  forces  of  Canada  now  seiriac 
overseas.  ^ 

For  the  present  time  there  will  be 
no  speeding  up  in  the  retom  of 
troops  beyond  the  numbers  ah-eady 
arransed  for,  20.000  in  January,  In- 
oreaslnv  to  ao.OOO  in  February,  bat 
In  the  Sprlnr  and  Summer  months 
the  namtMr  retumln*  will  rise  to 
46,000   monthly. 

Several  factors  enter  Into  the  oon- 
slderatlons  vovernlnc  the  ntiin  of 
these  troope  to  Canada,  such  as  trans- 
porution  afloat  aad  ashore,  the  un- 
deslrablllty  of  retomiae  too  many 
men  during  the  Winter  months,  and 
the  difflcuiUes  of  seeuring  the  smootti 
and  ezpedttioas  return  to  civil  o«- 
oupations  of  these  men  without  ovsr- 
taxins  the  limits  of  the  organtsa. 
tlons  arranged  for  that  pufpoas. 

During  the  Winter  It  is  possible  to 
land  troops  only  at  two  Canadian 
porta— UaSfax  and  St.  John— and  at 
the  latter  poft  It  is  imposslbls  to 
berth  ships  of  the  largest  tonnage. 
From  each  port  the  railroad  llaea 
have  a  limMed  oapacity,  and  most 
provide  for  the  regular  services,  pas> 
scnger  and  freight,  in  addHlon  to  the 
additional  tax  on  the  servloee  by  the 
extra  troop  trains. 

Furthermore,  there  is  the  question 
of  railway  facllltiee  and  motive  power 
facilities  which  will  be  Increased  at 
the  end  of  the  current  month,  aad 
the  mosr  important  one  of  the  fte- 
tore  le  safety.  These  linee  cannot  be 
crowded  beyond  a  certain  point,  and 
It  to  not  Intended  to  Uke  unneces- 
sary risks.  In  the  matter  of  eqalp- 
ment  It  must  be  remembered  that  the 
great  majortty  of  the  returned  sol- 
diers must  be  provided  with  proper 
sleeping  accommodations,  and  also 
must  be  given  tadUtltles  for  securing 
meate  while  travelling,  two  eondi- 
Uops  which  reduce  considerably  the 
number  carried  en  any  one  train. 
With  the  opening  of  navigation  la 
the  St.  Lawrence  there  wm  be  at 
onoe  available  additional  ports  at 
which  the  troops  oan  dock  and  eon« 
siderably  Increased  railway  faelUtles. 
both  as  to  routee  and  eqalpment. 
For  instance,  it  will  then  be  possible 
to  seeore  day  coaches  for  the  shortar 
hauto.  V 

In  arranging  for  the  retvrn  of 
troops  to  Canada,  each  traneport  has 
carried  men  for  every  military  dis- 
trkt.  so  that  the  demands  of  each 
seotlon  may  be  dealt  with  fkirly  and 
proportionately. 


NBW  TORK,  Jan.  10.— No  hope  of 
an  early  setUement  of  the  strike 
which  his  paralysed  the  port  of  New 
York  for  two  days  was  apparent  to- 
night. Leaders  of  the  16.000  workers 
on  tugs,  lighters  and  ferryboats  de- 
clared emphatically  that  they  were 
prepared  for  a  fluish  flght.  Their 
employers,  members  of  the  New  York 
Boat  Owners'  AssodaUon,  were  equal- 
ly  ^emphatlc  In  their  assertion  that 
they  never  would  yield  to  the  demand 
for  an  eight-hour  day. 

The  visit  to  the  city  late  today  of 
Secretary  of  War  Baker  led  to  the 
hops  that  hto  Influence  might  result 
In  aa  adjustment,  but  the  hope  was 
shoit-llvQd.  When  the  Secretary  left 
tonight  for  Ottawa  l|«  had  glvan  no 
Intimation  that  the  War  p^artment 
wo^^^^faUtgia  haad  la  the  epntn>. 
X**W'  _Op  tlto  .QOtMkranr,  he  said,  the 
strike  had  not  resulted  in  fierious*em- 
bnjrraasment  to  the  local  department. 
Returning  troops  were  being  de- 
barked without  delay,  he  stated,  and 
there  had  been  no  interruption  to  the 
supplies  of  the  army  overseas. 
Bnough  navy  tugs  are  available  for 
this  work,  Mr.  3ak«r  said. 

A.  H.  Smith,  regional  director  of 
railroads,  apparently  has  failed  in  hto 
effort  to  arrange  an  armistice.  The 
strike  committee  announced  early  in 
the  day  that  they  would  not  agree  to 
aa  armtotlce.  Thto  committee  called 
out  nafen  employed  on  flreboats  and 
revoked  all  prevloas  exemptions. 
There  was  no  actual  shortage  today 
of  either  food  or  coaL  ^ 

WA8BINOTON,  Jan.  10. — Presi- 
dent Wilson  was  called  today  by  Oov- 
emment  offlclato.  asking  him  to  aid 
in  the  strike  of  New  York  Harbor 
workers.  Two  reports  of  the  situa- 
tion were  sent  to  Paris  by  cable.

MANYVOMS 


Reports  From  Several  Cities 
Show  That  Epidemic  Still 
Rages— Vancouver  Deaths 
—Precautions  In  Portland. 


WINNIPBO,  Jaa,  10.— Thirty-flve 
new  oases  of  Influensa  and  seven 
deaths  were  reported  here  today. 
Thto  to  the  lowest  record  since  the 
early  days  of  the  epidemic  here. 

VANCOUVER.  Jan.  10.— Bighteen 
deaths  from  influenza  were  reported 
here  In  the  past  three  daya  Fifty- 
nine  new  cases  constitute  the  total 
for  the  past  twenty-four  hours. 

BBATTLB,  Jan.  10. — Since  Decem- 
ber 10.  -  lOlS,  influensa  has  caused 
ll«  deaths  In  Seattle,  the  dty  health 
department  announced  today.  Yes- 
terday M4  new  oases  were  reported, 
the  highest  total  since  December  1. 
Today  the  number  was  lower.  44  new 
cases  being  reported  at  noon. 

PORTLAND,  Jan.  10— New  and 
stringent  measures  to  combat  the  in- 
fln«n«a  were  resorted  to  here  today  as 
a  result  of  a  conference  last  night  be- 
tween repreeentatives  of  the  city, 
county  and  the  school  board.  A  doc- 
tor had  been  made  director-general 
of  the  flght  against  the  epidemic  and 
has  been  given  comolete  pharw*  a# 
operations.     An 


BERLIN,  Thursday,  Jan.  0. — The 
inner  city  has  been  comparatively 
quiet  during  the  last  twelve  hours. 
The  presence  of  strong  and  numer- 
ous detachments  of  government 
troops,  who  are  patrolling  the  down- 
town BtreetB  and  eliminaUng  all 
needless  traffic,  has  had  a  reassur- 
ing effect.  Occasional  shots  fired  as 
a  warning  have  resulted  In  the  dis- 
persal of  crowds  of  curious  people. 

Employees  of  the  Tageblatt.  the 
Visslsche  Zeitung  and  the  Lokal  An- 
seiger  adopted  a  resolution  declaring 
that  they  would  not  report  for  work 
while  the  Spartacus  were  in  posses- 
sion of  the  planU. 

The  Spartacans  have  been  driven 
from  the  Oovernment  printing  office 
and  the  barracks  of  the  pioneer  guards 
In  Koepenickerstrasse,  which  was 
the  scene  of  heavy  fighting  on  Tues- 
day. ^ 

The  Chancellor's  palace  in  th'i  Wll- 
helmstrasse,  where  the  five  members 
of  the  government  have  their  head- 
quarters, has  been  converted  into  an 
armed  camp.  The  spacious  reception 
hall  to  filled  with  men  armed  with 
rifles,  hand  grenades  aad  flame- 
throwers. Several  rooms  have  been 
fitted  up  as  temporary  hospitals  for 
the  wounded  picked  up  in  Wilhelm- 
strasse  and  Unter  den  Linden.  Char- 
lottenburg,  one  of  the  largest  com- 
munities of  greater  Berlin,  was  with- 
out gas  and^^ite^  on  Wednesday  on 
account  of  a  strike  of  city  employees. 
The  surface  street  car  lines  are  not 
operating,  and  the  subway  is  badly 
crowded. 

The  rumor  that  t^e  Spartlunms  had 
occupied  the  Imperial  lyapk  ^s  declar- 
ed to  be  untrue. 

TnilrpwMlemtB  OoadeauMd 
The  Oovernment  today  issued  a 
J'*^^"*^"'*  attacking  "Die  FrHhelt" 
for  Its  ooi&flapsd  denunelatlonB  of  the 
Bbert-Scheldemana  Cabinet,  while  at 
the  same  time  ^ttempUng  to  act  as 
negotiating  agent  for  the  Radlcato 
who  are  plotting  to  overthrow  the 
Government.  The  proclamation  ac- 
cused the  newspaper  not  only  of  pub- 
Itohing  a  vicious  and  distorted  ac- 
count of  the  streef  fighting  and  of 
charging  the  Oovernment  troops  with 
needless  bruUllty,  but  also  of  en- 
gaging in  double-dealing  and  treach- 
ery in  sending  its  henchmen,  includ- 
ing Haase,  Dittmann.  Berth  and 
Breitscbeld,  to  act  as  emissaries  for 
the  Spartacans.  The  role  of  Haase 
and  his  friends  in  the  present  con- 
flict is  still  a  matter  of  conjecture 
The  fact  that  the  former  Cabinet 
member  and  leader  of  the  Indepen- 
dents has  been  unable  to  prevent  hto 
party's  newspaper  from  pubUshing 
the  Spartacans'  appeato  and  other- 
wise giving  the  insurgents  acUve 
Journaltotic  ai^  to  now  generally  in- 
terpreted as  proving  that  the  Haase 
cohorts  are  determined  upon  a  cam- 
paign of  ruin. 

The  dvlo  elements  in  Berlin  are 
giving  Onstav  Noske,  who  has  charge 
of  the  Ooverameat's  defensive  meas- 
ures, their  atitive  support,  and  the 
governmental  recruiting  jofllces  are 
busy  signing  up  volunteers.  The 
Oovernment  troops  have  succeeded  in 
recovering  the  big  provision  ware- 
house In  the  Koepenickerstrasse  and 
the  Tempelhof.  which  the  SparUcans 
had  occupied. 

At  4  o'clock  thto  afternoon  the  big 
newspaper  plants  and  the  offices  of 
the  Wolir  Bureau  were  still  in  the 
hands  of  the  Insurgents. 

Terrorism  la  Towns 
LONDON.  Jan.  10. — Evidently  be- 
lieving it  to  be  ^  fight  to  a  finish 
now  that  the  three  leading  factions 
have  broken  off  relations,  the  Spar- 
tacan  group  In  Berlin  are  attempting 
to  institute  terrorism  in  the  smaller 
cltlea  of  Germany  which  heretofore 
have  been  reported  unwilling  to  take 
an  active  Interest  in  favor  of  any  of 
the   contending   parties. 

In  Dortmund  the  radicals  attetmpted 
to  raid  the  arsenal,  but  apparently 
failed.  Spellbinders  from  Berlin  are 
attempUng  to  Incite  the  Hamburg 
miners  to  renew  their  strike  and  to 
overthrow  the  Ebert-Scheldeman  go- 
vernment. 


COL  PECK  ENTERS 

COLOGNE  IN  TRIUMPH 

PRINCE  RUPERT,  B.C..  Jan.  10 
—Col.  C.  W.  Peck,  V.C,  M.P.,  entered 
the  German  city  of  Cologne  carried 
triumphantly  high  on  the  shoulders 
of  the  men  of  his  battalion,  according 
to  word  received  in  Prince  Rupert, 
his  home  town. 

The  soldiers,  in  according  to  their 
colonel  this  unique  expression  of 
esteem,  carried  him  for  blocks  into 
the  enemy  city,  and  would  not  ^et 
him  down  for  more  than  aif  hour. 

Col.  Peck  is  uncertain  of  the  date 
of  Ms  return  to  Canada,  but  he  hopes 
to  be  here  for  the  opening  of  Parlia- 
ment.

Conditions  on  Board  Liner 
Scandinavian  Are  Described 
as  Bad— Influenza  Breaks 
put  Among  Passengers.' 


BUENOS  AYRES,  Jan.  10.— General  Dellepiane,  commander  ol 
the  forces  opposmg  the  strikers,  has  assumed  a  military  dicUtorship, 
and  has  taken  over  all  the  forces  of  the  Government.  This  action,  it 
was  explained,  in  nowise  constitutes  a  measure  unfriendly  to  President 
Irigoyen. 

General  Dellepiane's  assumption  of  dictatorial  {lowers  followed 
two  serious  attempts  by  strikers  to  capture  police  headquarters.  He 
has  assumed  the  functions  of  the  Ministers  of  War,  the  Navy  and 
the  Interior,  making  himself  supreme  commander.  His  supporters 
say  he  is  exerting  all  the  forces  at  his  disposal  for  and  not  against 
the  Government. 

According  to  General  DeUepiane's  aides,  he  took  action  because 
of  the  Government's  reluctance  to  use  force  sufficient  to  end  the 
trouble.  It  is  understood  that  General  Dellepiane  has  taken  the 
place  of  former  Minister  of  War  Gonzales^rwho  was  designated  yes- 
terday by  President  Irigoyen  to  act  as  chief  of  police. 

There  was  an  anarchist  outbreak  today  at  MardeplaU,  a  fashion- 
able bathing  resort,  230  miles  southeast  of  Buenos  Ayres.    The  anar- 
chists attempted  to  occupy  the  police  station,'but  were  repulsed  when 
forces  were  landed  from  the  cruiser  San  Martin.

Soldiers  complained  of  treatment 
accorded  them,  and  some  have  affi- 
davits as  to  conditions  and  treatment. 
One  was  made  by  Sergt.  William 
Wilcock,  of  Sydney  Mines.  N.S.,  who 
later  died  of  Influenza.  A  list  of  com- 
plaints was  compiled  on  the  ship.  The 
complaints  Including  allegations  that 
misrepresentations  were  made  on  the 
other  side  as  to  tickets,  that  the 
sleeping  quarters  were  abominable, 
that  there  were  °  no  accommodations 
for  carrying  the  women  and  babies, 
that  one  attendant  was  drunk  and 
acted  disorderly  artd  used  profane 
language.  There  are  complaints 
about  food.

strikers  and  police  were  fought  In  all 
parts  of  the  city.

Several  attentpts  were  made  to  cap- 
ture the  first  district  police  station. 

It  is  impossible  at  tbi.i  time  to  make 
a  calculation  of  the  nuiitber  of  casual- 
ties. Several  were  killed  In  clashes 
between  strikers  and  Oovernment 
forces  today,  and  the  Government,  in 
view  of  the  increasing  gravity  of  the 
situation,  decided  to  adopt  the  most 
severe  measures  to  bring  about  normal 
conditions.  The  soldiers  and  police 
were  instructed  to  put  down  violence 
regardless  of  cost  In  blood. 

The  regional  federation  has  ordered 
that  the  general  strike  be  continued 
indefinitely  and  has  Instructed  itg 
members  to  oppose  ail  acts  of  aggres- 
sion by  the  Oovernment  forces  under 
command  of  General  Dellepiane,  who 

I  has  about  4,000  men. 
To  supplement. the  troope  and  police, 
leaders  of  the  radical  party  today  or- 
ganized a  white  guard  of  10,000.  and 
tonight  marines  and  sailors  from  the 
cruiser  Garlhaldi  disembarked  to  help 
patrol   the   city. 

Shoot  Into  Bnsiaess  Houses 

The  strikers  began  the  day  oy 
shooting  into  every  business  house 
that  attempted  to  open,  and  after  the 
shops  had  closed  devoted  their  ener- 
gies to  burning  primtely-owned  au- 
tomobiles. A  cavalry  patrol  this 
afternoon  had  a  pitched  battle  with 
a  group  of  Russians  who  had  sacked 
a  guu  shop.  Cavalry  has  taken  over 
the  municipal  slaughterhouse  to  in- 
sure a  proper  supply  of  meat. 

At  8  o'clock  this  afternoon  the  rail- 
ways announced  that,  not  a  train  was 
.running  In  the  republic.  The  only 
newspapers  permitted  to  circulate  to- 
day was  La  Vanguardla,  the  Socialist 
organ,  other  newspapers  being  burned 
by  the  strikers  as  fast  aa  they  ap- 
peared. The  newspaper  offices  are 
guarded  by  the  national  police.     Po-

LONDON,  Jan.  10. — In  a  pamph- 
let pubUabad  today,  entittod  "A 
L<ea«ue  of  Nations — a  Programme 
for  the  Peace  Conference,"  Oen.  Jan 
Christian  Bmutp.  former  member  of 
the  Brltiah  War  Cabinet,  saya  It  la 
neceaaary  to  view  the  league  of  na- 
tions not  only  aa  a  possible  maana 
to  prevent  future  wara  but  aa  a  great 
organ  for  the  orderly  and  peaceful 
life  of  civilization  and  as  the  founda- 
tion of  «  new  International  aystem. 

The  war,  he  declared,  has  wrought 
a  fundamental  change  la  the  po- 
litical map  of  Burope.  The  Rus- 
alan,  Austrian  cmd  Turkish  empires 
alr(»ady  have  disappeared,  while  Oer- 
raany.  "even  If  she  aurvlvea  the 
storms  of  the  coming  days,  will  lose 
her  subject  races  of  non-Oerman 
blood." 

"The  only  statesmanlike  eourae," 
General  Smuta  continued,  "la  to  niAke 
the  league  of  nations  reversionary  In 
the  broader  aenae  of  the  three  Bm- 
plrea,  Ruasla,  Austria  and  Turkey, 
whose  people  now  are  deflelent  In 
eelf-Kovernment.  The  peace  confer- 
ence, therefore,  should  look  upon  the 
formation  of  a  league  of  natlona  aa 
Its  primary  task,  and  should  look 
upon  Itsqif  aa  the  first  meeting  of  the 
league. 

"Regarding  the  settlement  of  af- 
fairs in  Russia,  Austria  and  Turkey, 
there  should  be  no  annexation  of  any 
of  these  territories,  and  In  the  fu- 
ture the  principle  of  government  with 
the  consent  of  the  governed  should 
be  followed.  Finland,  Poland, 
Czecho-Slovakla  and  Jugo-Slavla,  will 
be  capable  of  statehood,  and  ahould 
be  recognized  as  Independent  states 
from  the  beginning. 

General  Smuta  propoaes  that  all 
new  states  shall  conform  to  tha  hew 
order  of  Ideas,  and  should  agree  to 
raise  no  military  forces  and  collect 
no  armaments,  beyond  what  the 
league  declares  to  be  reaaonable. 

"In  the  league  of  nations,"  he  aald, 
"all  states  should  be  considered 
equal,  and  should  vote  aa  stsctea, 
whatever  the  number  of  their  repre- 
sentatives delegated  to  the  general 
conference  of  constituent  states.  Be- 
sides the  conference,  there  muat  be 
a  small  council  composed  of  these 
five  great  powers: 

"The  BrlUsh  Empire,  the  United 
States,  France,  Italy  and  Japan.  Ger- 
many being  added  when  ahe  has  a 
stable  democratic  government. 

"The  council  should,  submit  Its 
recommendations  to  the  conference 
of  the  league.  The  powers  should 
-not  grudge  a  strong  representation  In 
thf  conference  to  smaller  states;  In 
any  case  its  resolutions  will  only  be 
recommendations  to  the  International 
parliament." 

Regarding  future  prevention  of 
war,  after  expressing  himself  strongly 
against  conscription.  General  Smuta 
mekM  tha .  foUowlng  definite  pro- 
posal: 

"The  peace  treaty  shall  provide 
that  ;0iembers  of.  the  league  bind 
themselves  not  to  go  to  war  with  one 
another — first,  without  previously 
submitting  the  matter  In  dispute  to 
the  council  of  the  league;  aecond, 
until  there  baa  been  an  award  by 
the  council,  and  third,  not  even  then 
agajnst  a  member  which  compiles 
with  the  award  or  recommendation 
made  by  the  council.".

DUBLIN.  Jan.  10.— A  constituent 
assembly,  the  date  of  which  has  not 
y«t  been  fixed,  will  determine  the 
terms  of  a  constitution  for  Ireland, 
according  to  the  Sinn  Fein.  Plans 
for  the  assembly  are  delayed  be- 
cause 34  of  those  elected  to  the  Brit- 
ish Parliament  recently  are  in  Jail. 

The  Sinn  Feiners  are  confining 
their  activities  at  present  to  securing 
the  release  of  these  members,  and 
many  meetings  are  being  held 
throughout  Ireland  demanding  that 
the  imprisoned  ones  be  set  free.  It 
is  rumored  that  the  Oovemment  will 
shortly  release  them. 

"NaUonality."  the  leading  Sinn 
Fein  organ,  says  that  diplomatic  ne- 
gotiations may  prove  adequate,  "but 
If  the  demand  Is  Ignored,  the  Irish 
people  must  act  In  a  way  the  British 
Oovemment  canno>t  ignore." 

"The  peace  conference,"  It  contin- 
ued, "assembles  Monday.  There  is  no 
time  to  be  lost.  The  national  as- 
sembly must  act  at  once." 

The  paper  urges  that  the  British 
institutions  In  Ireland  be  taken  over 
by  the  Irish,  and  that  those  which 
cannot  be  taken  be  prevented  from 
carrying  on  their  work.  It  declares 
that  the  liresent  members  of  the 
county  councils  should  be  persuaded 
to  retire,   adding: 

•TPhe  people  can  In  a  hundred  ways 
upset  the  operations  of  the  British 
Governmen  tin  Ireland.  We  already 
have  dealt  with  the  way  in  which 
'laying  down  tooU*  can  be  done.  It 
is  a  good  way.  and  will  be  adopted 
In  good  course.  The  national  assem- 
bly will  issue  orders  as  to  other 
means  as  droumstances  arise." 

Serious  disturbances  have  taken 
place  at  Mount  Joy  Prison,  where  a 
number  of  Sinn  Feiners  have  been 
Imprisoned  m  ordinary  prisoners, 
while  claiming  treatment  as  political 
offenders.  The  prisoners  are  reported 
to  have  broken  the  windows  and 
damaged  the  cells.

"A  great  number  of  applications 
from  all  parts  of  Canada  are  being 
received  by  the  Naval  Department  for 
the  dischargs  of  men  belonging  to 
the  CanadUn  Naval  Service,  and  It  la 
desired  to  make  known  that  all  men 
entered  for  temporary  service  In  the 
Royal  Canadian  Naval  Forces  are  be- 
ing released  as  quickly  as  they  can 
be  spared.  The  absolute  necessity  of 
retaining  cerUtn  eatings  for  the  care 
and  the  maintenance  of  the  ships 
until  final  arrangemenU  are  made 
permanent  to  do  this  work.  wlU  not 
permit  of  everyone  being  released  at 
onoe.

"There  are  many  people  In  Vic- 
toria who  seem  to  think  business  will 
come  our  way  without  being  sought 
after."  said  Mr.  Shallcross.  "A  cer- 
tain amount  will  come  that  way,  but 
without  a  centralized  and  organized 
effort  to  promote  trade  Victoria  will 
be  hopelessly  outclassed  by  the 
neighboring  cities  of  the  Northwest."

"■A.  fact  that  we  can  reply  on  to 
bring  Victoria  business  is  that  it  Is 
the  most  convenient  port  for  the  un- 
loading of  Canadian  freight  from  ves- 
sels bound  for  Puget  Sound,"  stated 
Mr.  Shallcross.  "There  is  no  ques- 
tion but  Victorja  offers  the  best  con- 
ditions for  trans  shipment  business. 
That  is  an  Important  factor  now  and 
it  shall  be  so  for  all  time. 

Must  JMLake  Service  Cheap. 
The  whole  problem  resolves  Itself 
Into  thla  consideration:  Can  we  make 
the  trans-shipment  procecs  econom- 
ical? If  we  can,  the  development  of 
this  port  In  a  ratio  which  its  geo- 
graphical position  and  other  natural 
advantagei^uBMly^  is  eiaauced.  and^we 
need  not  worry  about  the  future. 
We  have  docks  worth  $6,000,000 
at  the  harbor  entrance,  built  by  the 
Federal  Government.  They  will  bo 
a  tremendous  aid  In*  any  trade  ex- 
pansion programme  •  that  we  may 
contemplate. 

"One  of  the  first  essentials  of  the 
successful  port  is  dispatch,"  contlnuel 
Mr.  Shallcross.  "There  ajre  many 
big,  busy  ports  where  3,000"ton8  can 
be  discharged  from  a  vessel  within 
twenty-four  hours.  We  cannot  ap- 
proach that  performance  here.  We 
have  simply  got  to  have  up-to-date 
and  time-saving  facilities  for  handl- 
ing freight  and  efficient  machinery 
and  organization  to  handle  the 
freight,  after   it   leaves   the  slings." 

Ughterage  EconomlcaL 

Mr.  Shallcross  considered  ytat  the 
development  of  lighterage  service 
would  be  an  important  factor,  and 
that  It  might  prove  cheaper  to  dis- 
charge Into  barges  than  to  the 
wharves.  It  would  prove  particu- 
larly advantageous  in  handling 
freight  destined  for  the  pulp  plants 
at  Ocean  Falls  and  Powell  River 
and  other  big  Industrial  settlements 
along  the  coastk 

Mr.  Shallcross  referred  to  the 
S^rsey  Docks  and  Harbor  Board,  a 
vohintary  organization,  as  an  etam- 
ple  of  how  dock  regulations  and 
other  waterfront  measures  were  at- 
tended to  with  the  maximum  effici- 
ency. It  was  this  board,  whose  en- 
tire personnel  was  made  up  of  vol- 
untary workers  w^ho  considered  it  a 
great  honor  to  serve,  which  was 
largely  responsible  for  the  enormous 
growth  of  Liverpool's  trade.  Its 
operations  were  an  Incentive  to  the 
establishment  of  Industries  all  along 
the  Mersey  and  the  Manchester  Ship 
Canal.  London,  too,  with  Its  Dock 
Board,  gave  an  Illustration  of  what 
could  be  achieved  by  organized  ef- 
fort. 

Most  Have  Adequate  Power. 
"There  is  no  use  in  having  the 
port  under  the  control  of  an  official 
of  a  Government  department,  who 
simply  carries  out  Instructions  from 
Ottawa  and  is  given  no  latitude  in 
working  for  the  benefit  of  the  port," 
Mr.  Shallcross  asserted.  If  a  railway 
company  under  Government  control' 
has  those  powers,  regulation  will  be 
along  selfish  lines  probably  that  will 
militate  against  proper  development 
and  strangle  the  docks.  We  can 
never  get  the  trade  unless  we  or- 
ganize a  body  with  a  determination 
to  remove  the  obstacles  now  in  the 
way  and  go  after  business  in  season 
and  out  of  season.  I  believe  there 
are  men  In  Victorta  who  would 
eagerly  give  thejr  servtees  for  the 
good  of  the  port.  But  they  won't 
act  If  they  are  to  be  merely  rubber 
stamps.  They  must  be  given  full 
authority." 

Mr.  Shallcross  spoke  of  the  suc- 
cess of  the  pilot  board  here,  and  sug- 
gested that  the  proposed  harbor 
board  should  consist  of  three  nomi- 
nees of  the  Federal  Government,  one 
representative  of  the  Board  of  "Trade 
and  the  Mayor  In  an  ex-offlclo  ca- 
pacity. 

The  discussion  that  followed  made 
It  clear  that  the  harbor  board  for 
Victoria  must  be  entirely  free  of  po- 
litical Infiuencean  d  that  It  should 
not  be  operated  along  the  lines  of 
the  Vancouver  board,  which  Mr.  B. 
Boggs  stated  has  earned  for  Vancou- 
ver the  reputation  of  being  the  most 
expensive  and  unsatisfactory  port  to 
enter.

The  fonrth  robbery  by  armed  foot- 
pada  In  Victoria  within  the  past  week 
occurred  last  night  at  8  o'clock,  when 
Mr.  George  Cox,  of  889  Madlaon 
Street,  was  held  up  at  the  point  of 
a  revolver  in  the  900  block  on  Bank 
Street  and  after  a  thorough  aearch 
of  hla  pockets  waa  relieved  of  his 
watch  and  chain,  about  18.60  In  caah, 
knife  and  other  articles. 

Mr.  Cox  was  en  route  from  the 
above  addreas.  the  residence  of  Mr. 
John  Day.  whose  son-in-law  he  la. 
and  where  he  la  residing,  to  the  home 
of  anothec  relative,  Mr.  Arthur  Whlt- 
tingham.  Bank  Street  It  waa  his 
Intention  to  go  with  Mr.  Whltting- 
ham  to  the  hockey  match.  As  he 
waa  walking  along  the  atreet.  Just 
where  it  makes  a  curve  near  Cowan 
Street  and  where  there  la  conaider- 
able  bush  alongside  Uhe  thorough- 
fare, he  saw  a  man  crouched  behind 
a  bush  close  to  the  walk.  The  out- 
line of  two  others  was  seen  nearby 
in  the  undergrowth.  The  Instant  he 
saw  the  man  t>ehlnd  the  bush  the 
latter  rose,  stepped  out  directly  in 
front  of  Mr.  Cox.  at  the  same  time 
pointing  a  bright-barrelled  revolver 
and  ordering  htm  to  "shove  them 
up." 

CooUy  Rifled   Pockets. 

Mr.  Cox  was  walking  with  his 
hands  In  bis  trousers  pockets  and 
hla  surprise  at  the  order  probably 
prevented  him  from  obeying  aa  fast 
as  the  bandit  required,  for  the  lat- 
ter stepped  forward  and.  pushing  the 
the  gun  into  Cox's  face,  repeated 
his  order,  -which  was  eomplled  with. 
At  the  same  time  the  robber  walked 
around  behind  Cox  and,  while  ahov- 
ing  the  revolver  over  the  other's 
right  shoulder  so  that  the  weapon 
could  be  seen  by  the  victim,  pro- 
ceeded in  a  methodical  manner  to  go 
through  his  pockets.  He  took  the 
watch  and  chain  flrst.  and  as  Cox  saw 
it  disappear  over  his  shoulder  he  half 
turned  and  remarked.  "It's  a  lemon." 
but  the  robber  made  no  reply.  Then 
the  cash  was  taken  from  a  tronser 
pocket  along  with  the  knife.  Cox's 
shop  key  and  other  minor  articles, 
but  somehow  the  robber  overlooked 
a  valuable  ruby  atick-pln  Cox  was 
wearing  in  his  tie. 

"Any, of  these  things  got  your  name 
'  on  them?"  asked  the  robber,  aa  he 
ab8tracte<l  an  identity  card  auoh  aa 
are  lasued  by  accident  insurance 
companies  from  Mr.  Cox's  vest 
pocket. 

Quite  An  Expert 

The  bandU  was  an  expert  at 
searching  Judging  from  the  prompt 
and  thorough  manner  in  which  he 
went  through  pocketa,  even  to  the 
small  watch  pocket  at  the  top  of  the 
trou^era.  He  used  his  arma  in  such 
fashion  that  Cox's  arms  were  kept 
down  by  his  side  and  at  no  time  did 
he  place  his  own  arma  underneath 
those  of  his  victim,  thus  nliminating 
any  possibility  of  Mr.  Cox  suddenly 
grabbing  him.  All  this  time  the  two 
other  men  stood  close  alongside,  but 
did  not  irtter  a  word. 

When  the  search  was  through  the 
bandit,  still  behind  Mr.  Cox.  gave  the 
order  "Now  keep  moving  right 
ahead."  and  Mr.  Cox  did  so.  He  had 
gone  but  a  few  yarda  when  he  met 
Mr.  Whlttingham.  who  had  gone  over 
to  l£r.  Day's  house  to  call  for  him. 
and  not  finding  him  and  learning  that 
Mr.  Cox  had  left  a  few  minutes  be- 
fore for  his  (Mr.  Whittlngham's) 
residence,  was  on  hla  way  back,  ac- 
companied by  Mr.  John  I)ay. 
Promptly  a  telephone  call  waa  sent 
in  to  police  headquarters  and  De- 
tectives Carlow  and  Macdonald  were 
soon  at  the  scene  of  the  hold-up,  but 
by  ihat  time  the  robbers  had  flown, 
presumably  through  what  is  known 
as  the  Pemberton  Woods. 

Description  of  Bandit 

When  the  man  with  the  revolver 
'first  accosted  Mr.  Cox  he  was  kneel- 
ing behind  the  bush,  and  as  he  rose 
his  cap,  which  had  been  pulled  down 
over  his  eyes  to  hide  his  Identity, 
was  forced  up  by  a  branch  and  Mr. 
Cox  got  a  fair  look  at  his  counten- 
ance. The  description  of  the  rob- 
ber' he  gave  to  the  police  was  aa  fol- 
lows: About  28  years  of  age  and  5 
feet  7  or  8  inches  in  height,  of  stout, 
thick-set  figure,  with  round  face  and 
clean-shaven.  He  was  attired  in  a 
dark  suit  and  wore  a  dark  cloth  cap 
with  the  peak  well  down  ove»  hla 
eyea.  He  wore  no  overcoat.  Mr.  Coac 
could  give  no  description  of  the  other 
two  men. 

Just  after  the  hold-up  Mr.  Day  rf n 
to  the  residence  of  Mr.  E.  B.  Paul, 
Municipal  School  Inspector,  who  lives 
on  Richmond  Avenue  Just  back  of 
the  scene  of  the  robbery,  to  telephone 
police  headquarters.  When  Mr.  Paul 
heard  of  the  incident  he  went  back 
to  his  home  and  left  some  money  he 
waa  carrying.  Mr.  Day,  who  also 
was  carrying  some  money,  deemed  it 
wise  to  return  home  and  deposit  It 
there  rather  than  risk  losing  It  to 
the  enterprising  highwayman  as  he 
made   his  way   downtown.

Bteps  to  organize  the  members  of 
the  Provincial  civil  service  Into  the 
Provincial  Civil  Service  Association 
of  British  Columbia  were  taken  last 
night  at  a  meeting  In  the  Belmont 
House,  which  some  250  members  of 
the  staff  attended.  Assisting  them  In 
their  deliberations  was  a  deputation 
of.  civil  servants  from  the  Mainland. 
The  terms  of  a  constitution  Were  ap> 
proved,  offlcere  elected  and  steps 
taken  to  still  further  perfect  organi- 
taUon.  Mr.  T.  Bamford,  of  the  8ur- 
Teyor-Oeneral's  Department,  presided. 

The  original  plan  of  the  commit- 
tee which  has  had  the  matter  under 
oonaideratlon  for  some  time  waa 
somewhat  altei^d  when  it  developed 
tkat  the  Vancouver  civil  servants 
have  already  organised  themselves 
Into  a  Vancouver  branch,  and,  ac- 
cordingly, the  meeting  decided  that  a 
Victoria  branch  should  be  organised 
and  that  then  steps  should  be  takei^ 
towards  the  Provincial  organization, 
which  will  be  composed  of  the  vari- 
ous   local   branches. 

Copies  of  a  draft  constitution  had 
previously  been  circulated  among 
members  of  the  service  here  and  some 
sharp  differences  of  opinion  develop- 
ed. The  draft,  for  Instance,  contained 
a  clause  providing  that  the  associa- 
tion "may  at  any  time  affiliate  with 
any  other  legally-organised  body  hav- 
ing similar  purposes  to  this  associa- 
tion." and  the  objects  of  the  assocl- 
atlota  were  declared  to  be  "to  promote 
the  welfare  of  its  members  and  to 
encourage  efficiency  in  the  Govern- 
ment Mnrioe." 

Objection*  Overraled 
This  affiliation  clause  -waa  not  ae- 
ceptabla  to  some  members  and  a 
meeting  of  deputy  heads  of  depart- 
ments as  well  as  technical  heads  was 
held  yesterday  morning,  at  which  the 
aueatlon  of  affiliation  waa  threshed 
out.  It  being  the  opinion  that  the 
term  meant  poaslble  affiliation  with 
labor  and  a  poaslble  movement  for  a 
strike  should  such  a  step  appeal*  to 
the  majority  of  the  memt>ers  at  some 
future  tima. 

It  was  OB  thia  ground  that  yeater- 
day  mornlng'a  maettng  took  exception 
tx>  the  •♦aanattoa"  claoae.  and  wbaa 
tJ«t  pMt^aiar  claw*  waa  reaettad  at 


laat  night's  meeting  there  waa  forth- 
coming an  amendment  by  Mr.  4hink 
Stacpoole,  registrar-general,  aeeond- 
ed  by  Mr.  A.  V.  Pineo,  departmental 
solicitor,  to  the  effect  that  among 
questions  barred  from  diacttaaion 
should  be  matters  of  t-eliglon,  poUtlca 
and'  atrlkes.  The  amendment  waa 
productive  of  keen  argument  and 
when  put  to  the  meeting  was  rejected 
with  an  emphasis  that  left  no  doubt 
where  the  great  bulk  of  thoae  preaent 
stood.  Then  the  subject  was  renewed 
when  the  amilatlon  clause  waa 
reached,  but  the  clause  aa  it  appeared 
in  the  draft  constitution  received  an 
overwhelming  majority  and  was 
adopted.

Todd  and  Alderman  R.  J.  Porter,  his 
opponent,  clashed  almost  at  the  oat- 
set  of  the  meeting.  After  the.  Mayor 
had  explained  the  negotiations  lead- 
ing up  to  the  present  situation  with 
regard  to  the  bridge  and  expressed 
hopefulness  In  their  successful  term- 
ination. Alderman  Porter  declared 
that  tl^e  cltlxens  were  "tired 
and  sick"  of  talk  about  the 
bridge,  and  that  the  Council  had 
been  prevented  from  dealing  directly 
with  the  matter  during  1018,  the 
Mayor  having  pendated  In  doing 
everything  Independently.  To  refute 
this  the  Mayer  produced  a  sheaf  of 
papers  which  he  said  related  to  the 
bridge  tiuestlon  and  which  had  been 
dealt  with  by  the  Council,  every 
member  of  which,  he  averred,  was 
a  member  of  the  Johnson  Street 
Bridge  Committee. 

Mr.  W.  Marchant  presided. 

Bfayor  Todd  Speaks 

Mayor  Todd  was  the  first  speaker. 
He  alluded  to  the  candidature  of 
two  returned  soldiers  and  declared 
that  the  ratepayers  had  an  oppor- 
tunity at  the  coming  election  of 
showing  their  appreciation  of  their 
servldes.  He  would  consider  It  a 
privilege  to  work  with  them  on  the 
Council,  and,  if  defeated,  would  feel 
a  sense  of  security  In  having  a  share 
of  the  city's  business  in  their  handa 

The  Mayor  stated  that  the  city  was 
now  well  on  Ita  way  out  of  the  mire 
of  financial  depression,  as  evidenced 
by  the  fact  that  67  per  cent,  of  the 
taxes  had  been  paid  last  year.  "Al- 
though we  are  far  from  the  end  of 
our  clvlo  troubles,"  he  stated,  "this 
is  the  first  time  In  six  or  seven  years 
that  the  corporation  had  not  been  at 
the  book  and  call  of  money-lenders. 
Now  they  at'e  seeking  as.  Our  cur- 
rent bank  account  Is  la  the  best  con- 
dition In  years."

"I  fall  to  see  why  the  newspapers 
say  the  Johnson  Street  bridge  Is  one 
of  the  Issues  of  the  election,."  said 
the  Mayor,  who  recited  the  steps 
taken  during  the  past  year  to  reach 
a  setUement  of  the  long-standing  dis- 
pute. The  citizens  had  rights  to  pro- 
tect and  all  his  actions  In  the  mat- 
ter had  been  guided  by  recognition 
of  that  fact.  He  had  not  hammered 
corporations  without  cause.  Pair 
treatment  was  all  he  sought,  and  he 
declared  that  he  still  held  the 
friendship  of  the  companies  involved 
In  the  controversy. 

Oai^tlon  and  Coarage  Needed 
"Caution,  common  sense  and  a  lit- 
tle courage  will  poll  us  through,"  said 
the  Mayor,  after  explaining  his  atti- 
tude In  favor  of  the  development  of 
dock  facilities  and  terminals,  the  Es- 
QuimaJt  dry  dock,  amalgamation  of 
the  city  with  Bsquimalt,  and  prefer- 
ence to  returned  soldiers  in  muni- 
cipal employment. 

Alderman  Porter  appealed  to  the 
voters  on  his  record.  He  stated  that 
he  had  served  on  the  Council  six 
years  and  during  that  time  had  been 
a  member  of  thp  most  Important 
committees.  It  was  only  fair,  he 
thought,  that  others  besides  one  in- 
dividual should  have  a  term  aa  the 
city's  chief  executive  and  be  felt  that 
his  turn  had  come  to  take  his  chair 
at  the  head  of  the  board.  He  de- 
clared that  his  sympathy  was  with 
the  returned  soldiers  and  that  they 
would  be  given  every  opportunity  to 
secure  employment  from  the  city  If 
he  was  elected.  Shipbuilding  and  its 
allied  industries  would  receive  his 
strongest  support. 

Aid.  Porter  asserted  that  he  was 
unreservedly  against  the  amalgama- 
tion scheme  proposed  by  Mayor  Todd. 
He  recalled  that  the  city  had  on  two 
occasions  voted  down  the  purchase  of 
the  Elsquimalt  Water  Works  and  was 
not  likely  to  favor  it  now,  especially 
eince  the  city's  own  plant  was  oper- 
ating with  an  annual  deficit.  He 
charged  that  while  the  Mayor  was 
eager  to  point  to  Invtanoes  of  civic 
economy  the  Mayor's  office  had 
proved  one  of  the  most  expensive  to 
maintain  during  Mayor  Todd's  incum- 
bency. The  Mayor's  office,  he  said. 
j>ald  for  publicity  matter  for  almost 
every  tourist  and  publicity  organisa- 
tion on  the  Island.  As  another  in- 
•Unce  of  the  Mayor's  "false  econ- 
omy." he  cited  the  request  for  an 
increase  in  salary,  which  was  turned 
down,  along  with  other  requests  by 
the  Finance  Committee.

That  the  Council  had  not  met  once 
to  discuss  the  Johnson  9treet  Bridge 
quesUon  and  that  the  Council  had 
been  kept  more  or  less  In  the  dark 
regarding  the  negotiations  was  the 
claim  of  Aid.  Porter,  who  ridiculed 
the  Mayor's  contention  that  agree- 
ments 60  years  old  could  be  relied 
upon  now  to  solve  the  difficulty. 

Mayor  Todd  was  apparently  pre- 
pared for  such  a  statement,  for  he 
was  on  his  feet  as  soon  as  Aid.  Por- 
ter sat  down  with  a  mass  of  bridge 
documents  which  he  declared  had 
been  referred  to  and  deatt  with  by 
the  aldermen  during  the  past  year. 
The  bridge  committee  was  composed 
of  the  whole  Council,  he  said,  and  If 
the  aldermen  did  not  know  what  was 
.-going  oa  it  waa  their  own  fault. 

The  trouble  with  the  Johnson 
Street  Bridge,  Aid.  Cameron  said, 
was  that  six  different  parties  were 
interested — the  cKy,  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment, E.  &  N.  Railway,  B.  C. 
Electric,  Dominion  Government  and 
C.  N.  R.,  and  it  seemed  impossible 
to  please  everyone.  He  favored  a 
round-table  conference  of  all  parties 
to  devise  a  workable  plan  of  action. 
Mr.  Cameron  attacked  the  cemetery 
by-law,  saying  that  the  ratepayers 
would  be  asked  to  authorize  an  ex- 
penditure of  137,000,  although  the 
actual  cost  would  be  over  $100,000. 
Record  of  Achievement 

Aid.  W.  J.  SArgent  referred  to  his 
activity  on  the  Increased  Production 
Committee,  Library  Bokrd,  Legisla- 
Uve  Committee,  and  gave  as  his  opin- 
ion about  the  Johnson  sireet  Bridge 
that  it  was  a  good  thing  nothing  had 
been  done  so  far,  although  It  waa 
now  a  burning  issue  demanding  Im- 
mediate treatment. 

Mrs.  Greaves  declared  the  Council 
dealt  with  many  matters  that  re- 
quired the  feminine  viewpoint.  She 
featured  In  her  platform  provision  of 
local  Jobs  for  local  boys,  efficient  re- 
habilitation of  returned  soldiers  and 
nurses,  child  welfare.  Initiation  of  a 
municipal  housing  plan  and  reform 
in  the  election  system. 

"Progress  and  Expansion"  was 
stated  by  e:(-Sergt.  R.  B.  Ault  to  be 
his  motto  for  the  city.  He  declared 
that  the  Johnson  Street  Bridge  would 
be  the  foundation  for  Victoria's  in- 
dustrial future  and  that  it  must  be 
bulU.  He  charaoterised  the  Outer 
Wharves  as  a  disgrace  to  Victoria  and 
said  it  should  be  the  aim  of  Vic- 
torians to  make  this  the  "port  of 
■tay"  and  the  port  of  call  for  ocean 
liners.  He  advocated  the  e»tabllsh- 
ment  of  a  fair  rents  board,  manlei- 
pal  Jobs  for  returned  soldiers,  and 
increased  licence  fees  for  Chinese 
pedlars. 

Ex-Ald.  Albion  Johns  said  he  was 
prepared  to  give  his  best  for  the  city 
during  1919  and  that  his  record  as  an 
alderman  in  l»ie-'l7  indicated  that  he 
could  bear  his  share  in  giving  Victoria 
a  businesslike  administration.  He  had 
fought  strenuously  for  the  Sunday  ob- 
servance by  Chinese  merchants  and 
was  determined  to  resume  the  fight  if 
returned  to  ofllce. 

Speedy  construction  of  the  Johnson 
Street  bridge  and  creation  of''  a    pub- 
licity department  in  the  City  Hall  ap- 
peared to  be  the  main  planks  in  Mr. 
J.  A.  Shanks'  platform. 

"FtetforaM  of  Ho  Vs^ 

"There  have  been  a  good  many 
statements  made  here  tonight  that  I 
will  defy  anyone  to  carry  oat."  said 
Mr.  Joseph  Patrick,  who  was  narrowly  | 


defeated  for  alderman  last'jrear,  and 
Intends  to  try  his  fortune  again.  "It 
is  all  right  to  make  promises,  bu^  re- 
ference to  past  achievements  means 
more  to  me."  After  all,  he  declared,  a 
pre-election  platform  was  hardly  worth 
the  paper  it  was  written  on.  He  had 
never  served  Victoria  as  an  alderman, 
but  he  could  look  back  upon  an  honest 
record  In  business. 

Mrs.  Richards,  candidate  for  the 
School  Board,  declared  that  children 
were  the  biggest  asset  a  nation  pos- 
sessed and  that  their  proper  upbring- 
ing should  be  the  nation's  first  con- 
cern. She  had  ideas  regarding  educa- 
tive reform  which  she  felt  confident 
would  be  a  benefit  to  the  school  chil- 
dren of  Victoria  if  put  into  practice, 
and  she  asked  for  the  opportunity  of 
letting  her  voice  be  heard  in  the  ad- 
miniatraUon  of  the  city's  schools.

commlBsibner.    He  iNras  pledged  to  glw 
his  best  service  if  elected. 

Aid.  Alex  Peden  could  point  to  a 
long  record  of  constructive  effort  while 
a  member  of  the  Council,  and  he  con- 
sidered that  he  could  apply  his  efforts 
to  the  work,  of  the  police  board  with 
equal  ability.  He  asked  the  electors 
to  Judge  him  by  h^  record  and  not  by 
promises.  He  had  completely  reor- 
ganized the  health  department  to  a 
state  of  unprecedented  efficiency,  and 
was  now  pt%pared  to  do  the  same  with 
the  police  department,  it  it  appeared 
to  require  such  treatnvsnt. 

Mr.  Watson  Clarke,  candidate  for 
school  trustee,  stated  that  he  would 
endeavor  to  give  particular  attention 
to  the  claims  of  Victoria  West  and  the 
north  end  of  the  city  if  elected.  He  ^ 
particularly  interested  In  the  building 
of  the  Johnson  Street  bridge  because 
he  is .  financially  interested  In  indus- 
tries located  on  the  other  side  of  the 
water.

Sir: — I  notice  in  your  paper  this 
morning  that  there  was  a  children's 
dance  held  at  the  Bmpreae  last  night 
which  a  larga  number  attended,  la 
It  poMible  that  the  Health  Officer  of 
this  city  did  not  know  it  wae  pro- 
posed to  hold  thia  dance?  All  the 
goetars  that  I  have  spoken  to  have 
told  me  that  dances  are  the  most 
dangerous  things  at  this  time  while 
inSuensa  Is  so  prevalent  In  the  eity. 
There  Is  no  use  in  trying  to  deceive 
oureelvea  and  the  public  generally 
that  the  epidemic  has  died  down 
when  anybody  who  has  any  friends 
in  the  town  is  well  aware  of  the  fact 
that  the  epidemic  has  now  got  into 
the  homes  and  is  spreading  daily. 

I  have  Just  returned  from  Cali- 
fornia, and  the  health  oftcers  there 
quarantine  all  private  houses  with 
eaaea  of  Influensa  in  the  family.  We 
do  not  hear  of  any  such  regulations 
In  thia  eity.  Surely  it  la  time  that 
the  Health  Offlcar  teek  some  steps  to 
prevent  the  spreading  of  this  epi- 
demic rather  than  trying  to  imiute 
the  oatrleh  and  hava  peaple  believe 
that  conditions  are  not  serious. 

The  epidemic  is  prevalent  through- 
out all  the  eitlea  en  the  continent, 
but  flMet  of-  them-  reoegnlae  that  fact 
and  take  atepa  to  guard  against  Its 
■preadlag.  while  we,  on  the  other 
hand,  seem-  to  wish  the  travelling 
public  to  be^eve  that  we  are  frea 
from  it,  when  such  Is  anything  but 
the  case.  I  presume  that  after  a 
few  more  of  our  good  citisens  have 
died  through  this  cause  the  Health 
Officer  will  consider  the  taking  of 
proi>er  steps.  I  would  suggest  act- 
ing now  and  putting  the  ban  on  sueh 
things  as  dances  and  public  gather- 
ings and  quarantining  all  houses  af- 
fected until  conditions  materially  im- 
prove.

Sir, — Replying  to  Mr.  W,  H.  White- 
ley.  Jr.'s  letter  in  thle  morning's  Col- 
onist I  fail  to  see  where  the  action 
of  the  authorities  in  permitting  the 
reopening  of  the  schools  is  at  all 
strange.  Idiotic  or  aenaeleas.  or  that 
the  civic  election  has  any  inflnenee 
en  what  he  terms  the  extraordinary 
condition   of  affairs. 

What  has  seemed  to  me  to  be  ex- 
traordinary la  that  the  schools  should 
be  doeed  at  all  when  children  of  any 
ages  are  allowed  to  attend  picture 
shows,  partlee,  and  in  fact  any  kind 
of  assembly  that  they  or  their  par- 
ents may  choose. 

Our  schools  are  supposed  to  be 
fairly  modem  buildings,  n^th  the 
latest  arrangements  regarding  sanlU- 
tion.  ventilation,  ete.,  besides  being 
under  medical  Inspection,  and  alee 
having  the  services  of  a  competent 
nurse.  The  teacher*  also,  I  believe, 
exercise  their  Judgment  In  asndlag 
home  any  child  who  would  appear 
to  be  at  an  uaweU. 

Therefore,  sir.  It  would  Mem  to 
sna  that  the  poaalMa  rlak.t»aai  eon- 
taglonat  the  aehoels  would  be  of 
•he  wry  sllghtesrt,  and  I  consider 
the  ae^ssj  of  cha  authorHlea  In  pw-

The  Prlco  of  Wheat  ^ 

llr^ — ^In  your  issue  of  the  Srd  Inst, 
appears  a  letter  from  Mr.  Spencer 
Pereival  in  which,  among  other  mis- 
statements, he  charges  the  prairie 
farmers  with  being  'the  biggest  profit- 
eers  in  the  country."  As  a  humble 
member  of  the  slandered  fraternity 
X  wish  to  draw  attention  to  a  few 
points  bearing  on  the  case  that  do 
not  seem  to  be  generally  understood. 

The  price  of  wheat  was  set  for 
1918  by  the  Oovemmenta  of  Canada 
and  the  United  States  afte/  careful 
consideration  of  the  conditions  gov- 
erning the  cost  of  wheat  production 
In  order  to  guarantee  to  the  farmer 
a  living  profit  for  their  labor  and 
Investment,  and  to  prevent  the  sky- 
rooketting  of  prlce%  whieh  would  cer- 
tainly have  resulted  had  speculatibn 
not  thus  been  prevented.  Without 
such  a  guarantee  the  oampaign  for 
increased  wheat  production  would 
have  been  foredoomed  to  failure. 

Does  Mr.  Pereival  realise  that  the 
cost  of  producing  wheat  has  at  least 
trebled  since  the  pioneer  days  he  re- 
members, when,  as  he  strangely 
Stat  ea.he  made  money  raising  wheat 
at  |6o  a  bushel!  I  venture  the  aa- 
sertlon  that  if  he  made  a  profit  at 
Buch  a  price,  even  in  the  daya  of 
cheap  virgin  land  and  low  cost  of 
the  farmers'  necessities,  it  was  only 
by  placing  a  low  value  on  his  own 
time,  and,  if  he  had  a  family  help- 
ins  him,  by  valuing  their  services 
similarly. 

Vast  changes  have  taken  place 
ainoa  the  daya  of  6Sc  wheat.  Land 
could  then  be  bought  around  95  per 
acrer  with  all  ita  virgin  ferUllty  un- 
tapped. Today  farm  land  near  tran- 
aportation  la  paying  taxea  on  a  valu- 
ation of  about  $60  per  acre.  'The  war 
has  drained  away  most  of  the  cap- 
able labor,  and  last  Bummer  the 
farmei^  wer«  compelled  to  pay  as 
high  as  99  per  day  and  board  for 
laeffielent  and  inexperienced  help. 
Bverythlng  the  farmer  uses  has  been 
advancing  in  price  almost  dally,  and 
he,  more  than  his  arm-chair  critics. 
haa  Celt  the  pinch  ef  war  prices.  The 
fhctory  workers  have  been  receiving 
wages  undreamed  of  In  pre-war  daya, 
and  the  numerous  establishments 
scattered  over  the  country,  especially 
In  ISastern  Canada,  that  have  been 
engaged  in  producing  various  kinds 
of  war  supplies  have  earned  profits 
compared  with  which  the  farmers' 
earnings  are  the  merest  pittance.  A 
glance  at  the  published  returns  of 
manufacturing  firms  and  corpora- 
tions bear  out,  my  statements.  Tes- 
terdky'a  Colonist  gave  the  news  that 
the  Ford  Motor  Co.  had  Juat  paid  a 
dividend  of  200  per  cent!  The  big 
flour  milling  firms,  such  as  Ogilvle's, 
have  distributed  annual  dividends 
running  up  int</  the  millions,  and 
many  other  Instances  might  be 
cited,  but  it  Is  unnecessary  as  I  wish 
merely  to  point  out  to  Mr.  Pereival 
and  others  that  when  they  speak 
of  profltaertng  It  ill  becomes  them 
(b  thus  attaek  the  prairie  farmer 
with  his  meagre  and  uncertain 
earnings  when  untold  wealth  la  be- 
ing amassed  hy  grasping  oorpora- 
tlons  at  •  the  expense  of  the  people 
generally,  including  the  prairie  far- 
mer. 

Now,  let  us  ^mlne  the  ease  of 
the  prairie  farmer.  Is  he  reoatvlng 
too  muoh  for  his  wheat,  and  enrich- 
ing himaelf  unduly  at  the  expense 
of  the  non- agricultural  portion  of  the 
commt^nltyT  In  anawer  to  this  ques- 
tion. I  wonld  like  to  tell  Mr.  Perei- 
val and  other  misinformed  ipeople 
that  last  year  the  V,  8.  Ooverament 
ap|k>lnted  a  ooromlaslon.  who  made 
a  careful  and  exhaustive  survey  of 
agrieultural  eeodltloaa  tn  the  grain- 
growing  seeUens  with  the  ob|s«t  of 
ascertaining  the  actual  eeet  of  pro. 
duciag  wheat  under  war-times  coadi- 
tloaa  and  prloaa.  ,  Hundreds  M  tmt' 


mers  were  visited^  and,  after  gather* 
ing  all  poaaible  data,  this  commission 
brought  in  4  rsport  showing  the  cost 
of  raising  a  bushel  of  wheat  varied 
from  91-75  to*  92.75  per  bushel.  The 
report  showed  further  that  the  wheat 
farmer  was.  on  an  average,  earning 
less  than  93  per  day,  and  In  many 
cases  wheat  was  being  produced  at 
a  loss  to  the  farmer.  Many  farm 
organisations  in  the  IT.  8.  have  passed 
resolutions  urging  their  Government 
to  set  the  price  of  wheat  blgber  than 
for  1911,  as  It  was  not  posslbla  to 
raise  wheat  proflUbly  at  the  price 
prevailing.  Binoe  then  the  armistlee 
has  been  brought  about,  and  as  the 
prices  become  lower  tor  farn)  labor, 
machinery  and  other  essentials  which 
form  sa  large  a  factor  in  the  cost 
of  wheat  production,  we  may  expfct 
a  lowering  of  wheat  prices.  But  the 
prloe  of  wheat  cannot  be  forced. down 
to  any  appreciable  extent  until  the 
cost  6t  predueiag  4he  wheat  'first 
comes  down  if  the  nation-wide  bank- 
ruptcy .  of  the  farmer  is  to  be 
avoided. 

In  conclusion,  does     Mr.     Pereival 
know    that    the    prairie    farmer    last 
yea.   over  a   wide   area,   lost   heavily 
on  every  acre  of  wheat  he  planted? 
Drought   and   frost   wiped  away   the 
expected  return  for  hard  work  and 
heavy  Investment.     Alberta  Is  having 
to     import     seed     for     this     year's 
planting.     On     many    farma    liabili- 
ties    have     been   incurred     In     the 
effort  to  bring  more  acres  under  cul- 
tivation,   where    a    failure    in    crops, 
after  unusually  heavy  expenses,  hava 
left   their   owner   much   poorer   than 
before.     Such  men  are.  however,  ac- 
customed    to     diseonrMementSk    and 
may   be   depended   en     to     redouble 
their  efforts,   if  that  be  poMlble,   in 
the  laudable  endeavor  to  earn  a  com- 
petency for     themselves     and     their 
families  and   to   produce  the  needed 
foodetuffis  for  the  hungry  populations 
abroad.     Can  such     men     Justly     he 
labelled   "profltaersT"     Any  well  In- 
formed  and   Impartial     person     oan 
only  hold  an  opposite  opinion.

In  hla  evidence  Capt.  Miller  stat- 
ed that  the  first  Intimation  he  had 
that  the  Sophia  was  aground  waa 
when  the  company's  agent  at  Juneau 
asked  him  to  go  out  to  her.  This  waa 
on  October  24th.  Reaching  Sentinel 
Island,  he  had  seen  the  wreck  four 
miles  away  at  6:46  in  the  afternoon. 
The  King  and  Wlnge  eventually  got 
within  half  a  mile  of  the  Sophia, 
but  at  no  time  spoke  to  anyone  on 
board,  and  having  no  wireless  waa 
unable  to  communicate. 

Could  Not  Beaone  Faasengera 

The  flshliur  craft  stood  by  until 
1:20  on  the  afternoon  of  October 
25th,  when  he  succeeded  in  getting 
within  200  yards  of  the  wreck.  The 
only  way  In  which  the  King  and 
Wlnge  might  have  saved  anyone 
would  have  been  for  those  on  board 
the  wreck  to  Junap  overboard  and  be 
picked  up.  In  this  way  many  would 
have  been  lost.  Captain  Miller  waa 
forced  to  retire  to  shelter  under  the 
lee  of  Sentinel  Island,  off  Benjamin 
Island.  The  Cedar  had  run  in  there 
tor  shelter. 

Waited  for  Call 

The  captain  of  the  Cedar,  which 
was  equipped  with  wireless,  said  he 
had  an  understanding  with  Captain 
Ijocke  that  he  should  lay  at  anchor 
until  called.  Captain  Locke  had  pro- 
mised to  call  him  at  4:80  that  after- 
noon, and  about  that  time  the  mas- 
ter of  the  Cedar  told  Capt.  Miller 
that  he  was  speaking  with  the  Sophia 
and  she   was   evidently   secure. 

The  next  morning  at  6:20  the 
Cedar  started  away  and  told  the 
King  and  Winge  by  megaphone  thw? 
the  Sophia  had  foundered  and  that 
she  was  going  out  to  locate  the 
wreck.  If  the  snow  stopped  the  fish- 
ing boat  was  to  go  out  and  aid  the 
Cedar.  Although  only  two  hundred 
yards  off  shore.  Captain  Miller  could 
not  see  land  owing  to  the  blinding 
snow. 

Lucky  to  Get  Bade 

Forty  mlnutea  fifter  the  Cedar  went 
out  she  returned,  and  her  skipper 
said  it  was  blowing  a  gale  of  wind 
and  a  snowstorm  was  raging.  He 
got  his  boat  back  by  steering  by  the 
whistle  of  the  King  and  Winge.  The 
two  vessels  got  within  twenty-five 
feet  of  each  other  before  they  could 
be  seen.  The  captain  of  the  Cedar 
felt  himself  lucky  to  get  back  at  alL 

The  two  boats  waited  another  day 
before  going  to  the  Vanderbllt  Reef, 
where  the  Sophia  had  been.  Nothing 
remained   but   the   mast  tip. 

INJUNCTION  REFUSED 
TO  CAPLE  COMPANIES 

NBW  TORK,  Jan.  10.  —  The  In- 
junction suit  brought  by  the  Com- 
mercial Cable  Co.  and  the  Commercial 
Pacific  Cable  Co.  against  Post- 
master General  Burleson  to  restrain 
him  from  taking  over  for  the  govern- 
ment their  respective  cable  lines  was 
dismissed  today  by  Federal  Judge 
Learned  Hand. 

The  courts*  decision  was  based  on 
the  contention  of  the  United  States 
district  attorney  that  the  court  was 
without  Jurisdiction  in  the  case.  In- 
asmuch as  the  action  was  under- 
taken by  President  Wilson  as  an  ex- 
ecutive   act    for   war    purposes.
